The U.S. 7th Fleet announced 
that a fif^h aircraft carrier, the 
Midway, had arrived from its 
base in Alameda, Calif., to join 
in air operations over North 
and South Vietnam aimed at 
slowing the North Vietnamese 
onslaught. It marked the first 
time in the war that five car­ 
riers, each with 65 to 75 planes, 
were operating off Indochina at 
the same time. 
U.S. fighter-bombers flew 649 
strikes against North Vietnam­ 
ese positions across South Viet­ 
nam, about two-thirds of them 
along the critical northern front 
below the DMZ. 
U.S. B52 heavy bombers car­ 
ried out another 75 strikes and 
moved their attacks closer to 
Hue. Several raids were 10 to 
15 miles west of Hue.

the heaviest in more than four 
years.

J. Edgar Hoover, Director 
Of FBI Since 1924, Dies

controversy for nearly half a 
century, is dead. 
The 77-year-old

gation died of natural causes in 
his home 
Monday night, the 
Justice Department announced. 
President Nixon, upon hear­ 
ing of Hoover’s death, called 
him a “truly rem arkable man 
who served the country for 48 
years

with unparalleled devotion to 
duty 
and 
dedication.” 
Nixon 
spoke 
emotionally 
of 
his 
“ profound 
sense 
of 
personal 
loss.”' 
Hoover was a virtual legend 
in the United States, an “un­ 
touchable” who died in office 
despite efforts by critics in re­ 
cent years to have him retired. 
He had shaped the FBI into a 
massive, powerful federal agen­ 
cy during his career. 
Across Pennsylvania Avenue 
from the office where Hoover 
worked, 
a 
massive 
powerful 
federal building to house the 
FBI is under construction. 
Even before Hoover’s death, 
there had been continuing spec­ 
ulation about whether the new 
building would be named for 
him 
or 
perhaps 
might 
even 
house his final resting place. 
Speculation on a successor to 
Hoover also began long before 
his death as political pressure 
to 
retire 
Hoover 
alternately 
waxed and waned. 
* It had seemed almost certain 
he would retire or be retired if 
the Democrats beat President 
Nixon in the November elec­ 
tion.

ness frauds—to a massive or­ 
ganization of some 15,000 em ­ 
ployes, including 6,700 special 
agents. When Hoover 'took com­ 
mand in 1924, the number of 
agents totaled less than 500. 
And the bureau Hoover joined 
was badly organized. 
Politics 
played an important role in. its 
functioning, and violations over 
which the bureau had jurisdic­ 
tion were few. 
Within the government, there 
were growing reports of corrup­ 
tion and scandal among high 
officials. Even the Bureau of 
Investigation was said to be 
touched. 
Atty. Gen. Harlan F. Stone 
picked Hoover to clean house, 
and Hoover did so—writing his 
own ticket. 
Over the years there have 
been demands from critics that 
Hoover step out as FBI chief. 
Sen. George S. McGovern, D- 
S.D., in his current campaign 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, has said he would 
replace Hoover.

columnist 
Jack Anderson told a congres­ 
sional committee that Hoover 
prepared dossiers on prominent

Muhammad Ali Beats Chuvalo, 
Unable To Put Him Down

After battling Muhammad Ali 
the full distance for the second 
time, Canadian George Chuvalo 
predicted heavyweight king Joe 
Frazier will beat the ex-cham- 
pion again.

decision 
victory 
Monday night at the Pacific Co­ 
liseum over the 12-round route 
but couldn’t achieve his goal of 
putting the tough Toronto fight­ 
er down.

“And if I had been in this 
good shape for Frazier the first 
time, I would have laid him 
out.” 
Joe won the title fight, March 
8, 1971, by decision. 
George Chuvalo, Ali danced

and

shots. 
Still, the 34-year-old Canadian 
declared, “I never was wob­ 
bly.” 
AM, now from Cherry Hill, 
N.J., weighed 2 1 7 * while Chu­ 
valo came in at 221. For Ali, 
the weight showed the result of 
hard training since his April 1 
bout when he weighed 226 be­ 


fore beating Mac Foster in Tok­ 
yo. 
“A lot of people say that Chu­ 
valo is washed up, but that’s a 
lie,” Ali declared in the post 
fight interview. “Anyone who 
can take my best shots is going 
to be around for a long, long 
time.”

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SAME SAD STORY 


Some day, we fervently (or foolishly) 
hope, we will pick up the paper and read 
that property taxes have gone down. 
Sounding like a replay of last year, the 
Indiana Taxpayers Association has 'warn­ 
ed Hoosier taxpayers that their property 
tax bill for 1972* will be the highest in 
history. 
Wayne and its adjoining counties 
share in that bad news. In our county the 
total property tax outlay is figured at 
nearly $17 million, more than .$800,000 
in excess of 1971. And this does not count 
the excise tax on automobiles. 
For Indiana as a whole, the property 
tax bill will be $1.13 billion, or $45.5 mil­ 
lion mo: ? than collected in 1971. 
These figures are getting so large they 
virtually lose their meaning. But all the 
property owner has to do is look at his 
spring installment and compare it with 
last year to see that the bill is going up, 
not down. When it gets down to individ­ 
ual dollars and cents from his pocket- 
book. the taxpayer has a better perspec­ 
tive. 
Walter T. Horn, the taxpayer group’s 
executive director, says that the legisla­ 
ture has again failed to do anything 
about the property owner’s burden and 
he is right. 
Taxpayers have a right to protest at 
budget hearings and they must continue 
to make themselves heard, individually 
and through associations wThich are be­ 
ing formed. “Tax revolt” is an expression 
we don't particularly favor but some­ 
where along the line a halt is going to 
have to be called. 
While property owners would appreci­ 
ate any form of relief, additional taxes 
would only broaden the base although 
they conceivably would force others to 
kick in more of their share. 
The only real relief must come from 
a reduction in spending by taxing units. 
Unfortunately, that rarely if ever hap­ 
pens. So the squeeze is on again. 
Those who have access to additional 
income are not so hard hit. The elderly 
for whom acquisition of a home has been 
a lifetime job. but whose incomes are 
now fixed, face a tougher situation.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The 
1973 Legislature, which will be 
expected to pick up where the 
1972 lawmakers left off on ma­ 
jor state problems, will include 
a substantial number of new 
members. 
The facts that 81 of the ID 
House members are seeking re- 
nomination Tuesday and that 20 
incumbent senators also are on 
the ballot are misleading. At 
least 10 of the new districts 
created 
by 
1972 
reapportion- 
ment law will have incumbents 
running against each other. In 
addition, 
several 
lawmakers 
at the June Republican or Dem­ 
ocratic state conventions for 
other offices also took the pre­ 
caution of filing for a return to 
the Legislature. 
Some of the more pessimistic 
legislative veterans are saying 
off-re cord that the next House of 
Representatives could be half 
newcomers and minus much of 
the present leadership. 
In addition to incumbents who 
didn’t run again and incumbents 
w’ho will be defeated by another 
incumbent or who 
may win 
nomination to another office, 
some incumbents are facing stiff 
fights for renomination. 
Sixty-eight of the 81 incum­ 
bent representatives have op­ 
position, and 11 of the 20 sena­ 
tors also are involved in races 
Tuesday. 
The main portion of the reap­ 
portioning work was done by 
the 1971 Legislature 'but the 
1972 
lawmakers 
considered 
abandoning single member dis­ 
tricts to which they had com­ 
mitted them selves the year be 
fore—and came out with divided 
results. The Senate stuck with 
single 
member districts 
and 
for that chamber, Tuesday will 
mark the first election in mod­ 
ern times in which the heavily 
populated counties did not nomi- 
ate 
in 
multiple-member 
dis­ 
tricts. 
In the House, the great re­ 
solve to reduce each district to 
single-member 
size 
faltered 
and as a result 'there are now a 
dozen districts nominating two 
or three candidates for state re­ 
presentative. But otherwise, In­ 


diana is moving toward a new 
era of representation in the 
state legislature in which indivi­ 
dual lawmakers are responsive 
only to a neighborhood consti­ 
tuency, and the 15-member dis­ 
trict days seem gone forever. 
The Senate has one district in 
which two incumbents, fare each 
other — Sens. George Rubin, R- 
Indianapolis, 
and 
Joan 
Gub- 
bins. R-Indianapolis. Rubin was 
slated by the Marion County 
GOh hut Mrs. Gubbins decided 
to fight. 
The House has the district* 
in which incumbents must knock 
off incumbents. Those involving 
Democrats are: Reps. Joto Ma­ 
honey, Paul Hric, and Arthur 
Murakowski. all of Hammond, 
in a 2-member district; Rep*. 
Walter Baran. Gary, and Tony 
Zaleski. Jr., East Chicago, 3- 
member district; Reps. Marion 
Bus he mi and Victoria Caesar, 
Gary, and Chester Dobbs, Mer­ 
rillville, 2-member district; Clif­ 
ford Arnold. Michigan City, ana 
Richard Bell, LaPorte, 1-mem­ 
ber; 
Richard 
Doyle, 
Patrick 
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Bauer and Bernard White, Jr., 
erf South Bend, 2-member; Wil­ 
liam Sebree and Craig Camp­ 
bell, both of Anderson, 1-mem­ 
ber; Jerome Kearns and John

Hie only Republican House 
race involving incumbents is 
that in Indianapolis among John 
Hart, Larry Wallace, Eugene

In addition. Sen. Joto. Frick, 
D-South Bend, is being challeng­ 
ed by former Rep. 
Burnett 
Bauer in a battle that went to 
the Indiana Election Board in a 
question over where Bauer le­ 


gality resides. The board decid­ 
ed it did not have sufficient evi­ 
dence to bar Bauer so the con­ 
test at South Bend becomes a 
highlighted one. 
There also are several other 
contests, in which former la winn­ 
ers are seeking: a comeback. 
District 31, now represented by 
Rep. Austin Barker, D-Attica, 
who 
seeks 
renominaton, 
has 
three former legislators chal­ 
lenging him. They are Donald 
E. Foltz, Clinton: Lee (Tingan. 
Covington, and Lawrin Dagley, 
Clinton. 
House 
Speaker 
Otis 
E. 
Bowen, who served a record 
four times in that job, did not 
double-file when he decided to 
become a candidate for nom­ 


ination for governor at the 1972 
GOP state convention, nor did 
majority floor leader Rep. Rich­ 
ard A. Boetoing, R-Lafayette, 
who is challenging Rep. Earl 
Landgrebe, R-Ind., in a hot 2nd 
District congressional fight. 
But Senate President Pro Tern,

for GOP nomination as gover­ 
nor, did file also for his Senate 
seat again. So did Rep. Richard 
C. Bodine, D- Mishawaka, who 
is a Democratic candidate for 
lieutenant governor. Such dou­ 
ble-filings are legal; if the can­ 
didate does win in the conven­ 
tion, he can resign from the Le­ 
gislature and another nominee 
will be named. 


The certain loss of veteran 
leadership already includes Sen 
David Rogers, D-Bloomington, 
who had been minority leader 
but who decided not to seek re- 
election. Sen. Robert J. Fair, 
D-Princeton, already has been 
advanced to the minority lead­ 
ership poet. 


Twenty-six senators are to be 
elected this year, instead of the 
usual 25. The death of Sen. 
Charles Kleinkort, R Brook, left 
a vacancy being filled at this 
election.

Movie Theater 
Sues Paper To 
Run X-Rated Ads 
FORT WAYNE, Ind. (AP)-A 
movie theater company has 
sued Fort Wayne’s daily news­ 
papers in a move to keep ad­ 
vertising for x-rated films in 
the papers. 
Effective Monday, the Fort 
Wayne Journal-Gazette and the 
News-Sentinei refused any ad­ 
vertising or editorial comment 
on x-classified films plus night 
clubs with go-go dancers. 
The suit was filed Monday in 
U.S. District Court here by at­ 
torneys for America’s Best Cin­ 
ema Corp., which operates one 
theater in the city. 
The suit contends the new po­ 
lice against x-film advertising 
violates the First and 14th 
amendments to the U.S Con­ 
stitution, the antitrust laws and 
the civil rights act. 
Fort Wayne Newspapers Inc. 
was named defendant. 
The Journal-Gazette said in 
an editorial Monday, “There 
will be no advertising for un­ 
rated or x-rated films in the­ 
aters which habitually show 
this material. These theaters 
will be restricted to an ad giv­ 
ing the name of the theater and 
a telephone number. There will 
be no titles or times." 
The paper announced the 
same policy will apply to 
“night clubs, bars and other 
businesses that feature go-go 
girls and various kinds of ex­ 
otic dancers. Advertising will 
list only the fact that they have 
a floor show and the perform­ 
ance times."
